Rushville Boys With National Guard 


on Border Are in Veritable 


Health Resort. 


GOOD SU PPLY OF W ATER NOW 


Though Nights Are Cool, 
Tempera­ 


ture Some Times Mounts to 


125 During the Day. 


The Rushville boys with Battery 
B, Indiana Nationa'l Guard, accord­ 
ing to private letters and newspaper 
dispatches, are in a veritable health 
resort on the Mexican border. Their 
camp is only three miles from Mer­ 
cedes and is so situated that they 
get the full benefits of a breeze from 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
Then* was some concern about a 
water supply, but that has been ar­ 
ranged very satisfactorily, accord­ 
ing to today’s dispatches from 
the 
camp. The water comes from a lake 
but is filtered so that there is 
no 
danger of it being a disease breeder, 
it is forced a distance of several 
miles by large pumps. 
M ercedes is a little town in South­ 
ern Texas of 2,000 population. 
The 
camp 
located in Hidalgo county of 
12,500 population. 
It is thirty-five 
miles from Brownsville and is on 
the Brownsville and 
Mexico 
Rail­ 
road. 
The newspaper 
directory 
lists 
some of the things Mercedes has us 
follows: A bank, telegnaph service, 
an express office, a creamery, an ice 
plant, an elevator, corn shelters, cot­ 
ton gins and a grist mill. The prin­ 
cipal industries of Hidalgo county 
are truck and corn 
growing 
and 
stock raising. 
Mercedes has one newspaper, the 
Tribune, published weekly. 
Reports from the Indiana batter­ 
ies 
that 
have 
reached 
Mer­ 
cedes are to the effect 
that 
their 
present location is a better camping 
site than they had at Fort Harrison. 
The camp of the Indiana batteries 
is at Llano Grande, 
about 
three 
miles west of Mercedes.

try. 
The site is not a desert plain 
with cactus, snakes and such things 
all about it.

Indianapolis, Ind., July 18.—Pri­ 
vate Floyd Wolf, Company E from 
Fort Wayne, was drowned in Llano 
lake last night about eight o’clock, 
states a special dispatch to the In­

Texas. 
Wolf, the dispatch 
states, could 
not swim, but was one of a crqwd of 
men taken to the lake by Sergeant 
Frank Hessert of Company E. 
He 
was told not to venture into deep 
water, but did not follow instructions 
and was drowned before any of his 
companions could reach him. 
The body was recovered by Ser­ 
geant Hessert and will be sent to In- 
diana. 


( By United Press.) 
Chicago, July 
18.—After 
Henry 
McIntyre, a heat-crazed negro, had 
shot and killed five persons and seri­ 
ously wounded three others, he was 
himself shot and fatally 
wounded 
by Detective Hughes. Mrs. McIntyre 
died beside her husband. 
McIntyre 
died later in a hospital. 
A desperate battle was waged with 
dynamite, rifles and automatic re­ 
volvers before 
the 
police 
broke 
through the negro's barricade into 
his house. 
McIntyre came into his neighbor­ 
hood early today, rifle in hand. 
He 
opened fire on adjoining residences, 
shot down their occupants as 
fast 
as they appeared at doorway 
and 
window. 
M rs. Josephine Overmeyer, 
white, who was soon to have become 
a mother, was killed by rifle shot as 
she came on her porch, Baby in arms. 
The alarm quickly spread over the 
west side and the police were 
on 
their way. 
Meanwhile Harry Knox 
and his wife come to their doorway 
and looked out in the yard 
where 
McIntyre was dealing death. 
Both 
fell. Knox was dead. His wife was 
wounded. 
Half a block down 
the 
street, 
which is occupied largely by negroes, 
Alfred Mathews, negro, came to his 
doorstep. McIntyre’s 
bullet went 
through his head and he tell out on 
the sidewalk. 
His body lay there 
for three hours while bullets whis- 
teled over it. 
Then the police 
came. 
Stewart 
Dean, veteran of the force walked 
calmly into the door. McIntyre shot 
him dead. 
Policeman Clemons and 
Crabtree stooped over the body and 
tried to drag it out of range. Both 
der of the policemen dared 
death 
fell seriously wounded. 
1 he reuniin- 
and dragged the body and the two 
injured policemen out of range. Then 
they posted themselves behind tele­ 
phone poles, corner of houses 
and 
other temporary shelters while re­ 
serves were brought up. 
Detective 
Hughes 
finally 
broke 
through the line of beseigers 
and 
rushed through the doorway, open­ 
ing fire on McIntyre, as he stood be­ 
side a window.

Most of the congregation of the 
Central 
Church 
in 
Worcester, 
Mass., have been considerably sur­ 
prised when young and old 
alike 
were handed a slip of cardboard on 
which stood out in hold black let­ 
ters “I hereby enlist, for the war,” 
and with instructions below to fill 
out the card and take it to the “Re­ 
cruiting Officer” in the vestibule, or 
mail it to the pastor. 
A closer 
examination 
revealed, 
however, that “enlistment” 
meant 
that “I promigr to &ive f° r the re­ 
lief of innocent sufferers from the 
W ar in Europe and Asia a 
weekly 
offering (or its equivalent) as long 
as the W ar lasts.” 
Space 
for the 
signature and address followed this 
statement. 
The instructions were to 
make a cross over the amount, Irom 
one cent to five dollars, which would 
be given each week or quarterly if 
preferred, and to indicate on a dot­ 
ted line what nation the donor es­

Union Labor and Government Inves­ 


tigating Alleged 
Evils 
as 


Pointed Out in Paper. 


London,

18.— Despite 
the 
provision the British government is 
supposed to make for the wives and 
families of its men at the front, an 
expose in the labor “Herald” today, 
would indicate that some of Eng­ 
land’s women and children feel the 
pinch of poverty 
during 
wartime 
quite as much 
as 
thousands 
of 
American militiamen’s 
wives 
and 
children feel it 
since 
their bread­ 
winners have been called 
to 
the 
Mexican border. 
The allegations coneerning the al­ 
leged 
pension 
evils 
are attracting 
the attention not only of labor un­ 
ion, but government 
officials. 
The 
Herald gives a long list of inade­ 
quate pension and says: 
“If this kind of 
thing 
happens 
while the war is on and 
men 
are 
needed, what 
must 
happen 
when 
peace is declared and the service of 
men in the army and navy are no 
longer required? 
“ Some of the cases are: 
“A horseshoer who 
could 
easily 
eqm $20 n, week was 
wounded in 
1915 and discharged. He is still nn- 
der a doctor’s care and ^om e days 
cannot work at all. 
He has been 
granted a pension of $2.70 a week 
and has a wife and seven children, 
the eldest fourteen years 
and 
the 
youngest three weeks. 
“A private in the Army Service 
Corps and a wife and four children, 
the eldest fourteen and the young­ 
est eleven weeks, was discharged as 
medically unfit and suffering from 
general debility. Ilis pension 
$1.15 
a week for six months. 
“Another soldier, shot thropgh the 
arm, who cannot get work because 
one arm is disabled, was awarded a 
pension of $1.35 a 
week 
for 
six 
months. 
“A soldier who had been in 
the 
army 12 years, discharged this year, 
is very ill in a 
London 
hospital, 
while his wife and five children, who 
found themselves unable to live on 
bis pension of $1.16 a week, are be­ 
ing cared for by the Poor Board. 
“Another iiuman wreck from the 
Rayol 
Marines, 
discharged 
for 
nerves following fever, must try to 
keep his wife and five children on a 
pension of $2.80 a week. 
Dozens of eases similar to> these 
also are told about.

“Until now we Russians have been 
building upon sand. At last we.are 
commencing to build on rock and our 
work will stand. 
“I have .just had an interview with 
that great friend of Russia, Nicholas 
lYhaykovsky, member of the Central 
Co-operative Committee of Petro- 
grad and well known in the United 
States, 
where ten 
years 
ago lie 
founded American committees in New 
York, Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, 
Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, 
Denver and elsewhere. 
Tried as a revolutionist and ac­ 
quitted after being liberated from 
>rison on hail furnished principally 
>y English and American friends, the 
old man is now the happiest sonl in 
all Russia. All his life he has tried 
o* help the people. Now he believes 
le is succeeding, a s Co-operative So- 
ietv organizer, 
‘‘building on rock.” 
»ceauso the f o u n d a t i o n of the nation, 
the peasants—who constitute 80 per 
cent of the 
poppulation 
arc pro­ 
gressing. 
I f«^ in id TMiavkovsky at his desk 
in the headquarters building of the 
Central Co-operative Committee, 38 
Zhukovskago. 
His snow white head 
was bent over a pile of papers and 
his long silvery heard fell below the 
edge of the 
desk by some inches. 
As 1 entered he looked up, his rath­ 
er delicate face beaming with pleas­ 
ure. 
“Please sit down,*’ he said. Light­ 
ing a Russian eubeb with a patented 
lighter, he told the story of the great­ 
est co-operative 
institution 
in the 
world, an institution which is work­ 
ing wonders for the peasants, con­ 
sequently for the Empire as a whole. 
It seems that the first attempts at 
co-operative began, as did the Zem­ 
stvo institutions, about 1805, shortly 
after serfdom was abolished and half 
the land turned over to the now free 
peasants. 
These attempts took the 
form of co-operative credit concerns 
but, though numerous, each was in­ 
dependent of the others and remain 
ed a long time quite feeble. 
In 1870 Prince Yassilchikog be­ 
came interested and, witli M. Yak- 
oulef, of Moscow, founded in that 
city a Committee for Village Co-op­ 
erative Society work, the object of 
which was to promote co-operative 
societies 
all over the 
Empire, get 
! them started, advise them and help 
, them keep going. 
The Petrograd Department, as it 
is called, was opened two years later 
and soon outstripped the parent con­ 
cern which 
for many 
years stood 
practically still. 
The Russian gov­ 
ernment »encouraged the movement 
at first, 
helping it get 
under way 
though 
until recent years progress 
was still below. 
In the last 10 y e a r s the Societies 
have grown like mushrooms. 
There 
are now over 14,000 of them and, in 
addition to the credit co-operatives, 
there are Agricultural (producers’) 
and 
Consumers* Societies from one 
end of the country to the other. 
In Siberia 
alone there are^more 
than 1,500 Societies, all three kinds- 
credit, producers and consumers— 
being 
strongly 
represented. 
They 
own their own'lines of steamers, do 
these Siberian societies; have their 
own bank in London and despite tin

their methods of doing business were 
no cleaner as a rule than their but­ 
te r—which was putrid. 
They faked up all sorts of filthy 
substances and sold it as butter and 
after a time the peasants, who had 
found 
markets difficult enough al­ 
ready, saw what little there was so 
glimmering because Siberian butter 
had been synonymous with all that 
was 
worthless 
and dangerous and 
had. 
So dire necessity forced the for­ 
mation of the Agricultural co-opera­ 
tive; society to market the honest 
butter made by tile peasants. 
The 
Russian government lent a hand, hut 
for a number of years the fight was 
hitter, 
the bad-butter crowd doing 
all it could to stifle competition. 
Nor was this all. 
Distances are 
great in Siberia and means of trans 
portation 
few, so the co-operative 
societies were practically dependent 
upon 
Siberian dealers as a market 
These 
dealers 
did 
not pay cash 
They 
exchanged 
merchandise for 
butter, 
paying whatever price they 
pleased and charging anything they 
wanted for tlieir merchandise. 
Whereupon the third branch of the 
co-operative society was organized 
the Consumers Society.

by Detective Hughes. Mrs. Mclntyre 
died beside her husband. 
Mclntyre 


died later in a hospital. 


A desperate battle was waged with 


dynamite, rifles and automatic re- 
volvers before the 
police 
broke 


through the negro's barricade into 
his house. 


Mclntyre came into his neighbor- 


hood early today, rifle in hand. He 
opened fire on .adjoining residences,: 
shot down their occupants as fast 
as they appeared at doorway 
and 


window. Mrs. Josephine Overmeyer, 
white, who was soon to have become 
a mother, was killed by rifle shot as 
she came on her poreh/Baby in arms. 


' The alarm-quickly ^pieSi'd.o.ver the,-' 
west side and the pdb'se were on 
their way. Meanwhile Harry Kno?c 
and his wife come to their doorway 
and looked out in the yard 
where 


Melntyre was dealing 'death. Both 
fell. 'Knox was dead. /His wife was 
wounded. 


Half a block down 
the street, 


which is occupied largely by negroes, 
Alfred Mathews, negro, came to his 
doorstep. Mclntyre's 
bullet went 


through his head and he fell out on 
the-sidewalk. 
His body lay there 


for three hours while bullets whis- 
teled 'over it. 


Then the police came. 
Stewart 


Dean, veteran of the force' walked 
calmly into the door. Mclntyre shot 


dead. 
Policeman demons and 


Crabtree stooped over the 'body and 
tried to drag it out of range. Both 
der of the policemen dared death 
fell seriously wounded. The remain- 
and dragged the body and the two 
injured policemen out of range. Then 
they posted themselves behind tele- 
phone poles^ corner of. houses

the 
proposed construction of any 


rural post road or roads in a State 
are to be submitted by the State 
highway department 
to the Secre- 


tary of Agriculture, and upon ap- 
proval by the Secretary all neces- 
sary surreys, 
plans, specifications 


and estimates must . be furnished. 
The roads projected 
must be of a 


substantial character, 
and items 


covering engineering, inspection, and 
unforseen contingencies are not to 
exceed ten per cent of the total es- 
timated cost of the work. 


, .• Upon completion of the work as 
approved 
by the 
secretary, 
the" 


amount set aside for the project is 
to be paid to the proper State offic- 
ial. . The Secretary of Agriculture is 
given authority in his discretion to 
make partial payments as the work 
progresses, but not in excess of the 
Federal Government's pro rata share 
of the labor and material which have 
been actually put into construction 
work nor in excess of $10,000 per 
mile,, exclusive of cost of bridges of 
more than 20;-feet clear span. Ail 
construction work is subject to the 
inspection and approval of. the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 


The various States "securing aid 


under the provisions of the Act arc 
charged with, the making of needed 
repairs and the preservation of a 
reasonably smooth surface, consid- 
ering the type of the road, but. are 
not obligated to make extraordinary 
repairs or undertake reconstruction. 
If, after due notice, a State faite 
to maintain a federally aided roati 
properly, the Secretary is required 
to refuse further aid until the road 
has been properly repaired at State 
expense. 


The sum of $10,000,000 is made

.co-ope'rative began, as did the Zefn- 
stvo institutions, about 1865, shortly 
after serfdom was abolished and-half 
the land turned over to the now.friee 
peasants. 
These attempts took the 


form of co-operative credit concerns 
but, though numerous^ each was in- 
dependent of the others-and remain 
ed a long time quite feeble. 


In 1870 Prince Yassilcliikog be- 


came interested and, with M. \Yaik- 
oulef, of Moscow, founded in that 
city,a Committee for Village Co-op- 
erative Society work, the object of 
which was to promote co-operative 
societies 
all over the Empire, get 


them started, advise them and help 
them keep going. 


The Petrograd Department, as it 


is called, was opened two years later 
and soon outstripped the parent con- 
cern which for many years stood 
practically still. The Russian gov- 
ernment (encouraged the movement 
at first, helping it get under way 
though until recent years progress 
was still below. 


In the last It) years the Societies 


have grown like mushrooms. There 
are now over 14,000 of them and, in 
addition to the credit co-operativesj 
there are Agricultural .(producer-s') 
and 
Consumers' Societies from one 


end of the country to the other. 


In Siberia .alone there ar^more 


than 1,500 Societies, all three kinds- 
credit, producers: and consumers— 
being strongly ^represented. They 
own their own'tines of steamers,.do 
these Siberian./societies; 'have their^ 
own bank in London and despite the 
war did an eighteen-million .dollar 
business in.
